In a preliminary statement given to 


tho press by the United States Geolog- 
ical Survey early in February it was 


' 'sstimated that tae coal production of 


Kentucky lor 1907 had incitased about 
10 per cent over that 'of 1906. 
The 


complete statistics lor the State, as 
reported to the Survey, show a gain 
In production of 1,099,177 short tons, 
Dr 11.39 per cent. In quantity, and 
$1,595,100, or 16.26 per cent., in value.

The coal mines of Kentucky in 1907 


gave employment to l'S,971 men, who

* men, working an aver; ge of 200 days, 


in 19C5. More than two-thirds of the 
mines of Kentucky are operated on 
the "operi-shop" or non-union basis, 
and in consequence the eight hour day 
is not so generally observed as in some 
of the other coal mining States. 
In 


1907, of the'total men employed, 6,842 
worked ten hoars a day, 4,508 worked 
nine hours and 4,610 worked eight 
nours. 
The average production per 


man in 1907 was 3.02 tons, compared 
with 2.98 in 1906 and 2 87 in 1905. The 
average production for each employe 
for the year 1907 was- 634, compared 
with. 632.1 in 1906 an.l 574.2 in 1905. 
These figures indicate a steady im- 
provement in the productive capacity 
per employe, due in part at least to 
the growth and use of undercutting 
machines, Kentucky being one of the 
most progressive States in this regard.

RECALLING FIGHT. 


Strenuou* Period ol Fayeite 


Bar AHociation Recited 


in Old Paper. 


WAS KEPT BY J. M. 
OGLEVEE. 


Monongahela Patriot of April, 1835, 


Gives Detailed Account of Trouble 
Between Judge and Lawyers at Un 
iontffwn. 


The most eicltlng period through 


which the Fayetce County Bar Asso 
elation has ever passed is desc-ibed in 
an old newspaper found among the 
personal effects of the late Joseph M 
Oglevee, telling- of the troublesome 
times of 1834 and 1S35, when eight 
members were disbarred by Judge 
Thomas H Batrd, the judge himself 
placed on trial before a committee in 
the House ot Representatives and fin 
ally his resignation 
The eight mem 


bers disbarred were reinstated bj the 
Supreme Court.
